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Publisher's Statement 


The Emonton Journal in its issue of Tuesday, December 
referred to this publication in a news story which did not 
tecurately state the situation 
Over « year ago, hi ving disposed of niy Vancouver news 
papers-—The Vancouver Daily World and The Vancouver Star 
I was induced by Mayor Blatchford te come to Bdmonton 
and open nogotistions for the purchase of the Bulletin. Nege 
tiations were carried on from time to time and finally resulted 


1st, 


on Octeber 10th in my taking over the assets which included 
the Garadian Press franchise for a news service in the morn 
ing field. Satisfactory evidence was presented to me by th 


vendors, showing clearly that the franchise was in good stand 


ing, and on being assured of that fact, I advanced the necess 
ary funds to pay the Canadian Press drafts for service up to 
and including October 17th, Having entered the field in good 
faith, and believing that everything was all right, T proceeded 
to engag? the necessary staff, news features and other thing 
necessary to publish on October 15th a metropolitan daily 
newspaper in the morning field 
On Monday I paid a courtesy call on Mr. bure Managing 
Director of the Journal, advised him of my purchase, and en 
tered into an agreement on the lines on which the paper ¥ ould 
be published. Mr. Imrie advised me he was usine the morning 
service under en arrangement with Hon. Frank Oliver, Thad 
made large expenditures and ineurred further ijiabilities to 
publish, but received from the management of the Canadian 
Press in Toronto a flat refusal of wire service wnswer to 4 
telegram sont them two days previously, on the grounds that 
the Bulletin franchise was null and void, and that IT would 
have to wait until November 23rd for the regulor meeting of 
the Board of Directors to consider the question of sunplying 
me with news service, The Hon. Frank Oliver and myself im 
mediately despatched telegrams and used every possible effort 
to have the Ganadian Press chanrre its attitude hut withont 
succes: {t wes a most extraordinary course fer the Canadian 
Press to take to deny news service (under the circumstances) 
to Alberta's oldest vewspaper. There remained nothing for 
ms fo do but to wait end present my case to the Board of 
Directors on Monday, November 22rd in the City of Montreal, 
which 1 did on the morning of that date 
In the afternoon a speciat committee of the Direstors, 
composed of Mr. Macklin of the Winnipeg Free Press, Mr 


Rurford Hocke of the Regina Leader and Saskatoon Star, and 
Mr. Imrie of the Edmonton Journal, met with me and asked 
for a statoment of my intentions, and under what conditions 1 


was vorepared to*operate, and as to whether any political 
party, corporation or lecu! money other than my own was be 
hind my enterprise. T assured the Committee that it was my 
own money, that { was going into th: Edmonton field abso 
lutely free of political ties ov corporation influences and with 
only the intention to publish a free and independent news 
paper to ssrve the people of the City of Edmonton and Alberta 
generally 

After considerable discussion I agreed that I wonld limit 
myself absolutely to a morning newspaper; that I would main 
fain the same subscription rates (26c a week, $13.00 a year, 
delivered by carrier and $8.00 a year by mail) as charged by 
the Journal; that I would agree not to employ any member of 
the Journal staff, and that I would not sign an agresment with 
the mechanical unions without first having made a gatisfac 
tory arrangement beforehand with Mr. Imrie, In other words, 
I complied with all suggestions or requests made, and the 
Committee apparently was well satisfied to recommend the 
granting of a news service to me. Mr. Imris stated that he 
not only wouldn't oppose my request for service, but that he 
would support same. The conference boing over, these gentle 
men went back to the general meeting of the Board of Direct 
ors to report, 

At 6 p.m. I intarviewed Mr. J. H. Woods, President of the 
Canadian Press Association, also Vice-President of the Eamon 
ton Journal as well as of the Calgary Herald, and osked to 
know if I was to be granted service. He stated that he was go 
ing to be very busy that evening and would discuss ths matter 
with me at one o'clock the following day. At eleven o'clock 
the next morning, Mr. Imrie presented me with a typewritten 
document in duplicate, containing the essential clauses in the 
verbal arrangement agreed on at the previous afternoon meet 
ing with the special Committee. He asked me to sign sani, 
stating that one copy was for the Board of Directors and one 
copy for the special Committee, and he gave me to understand 
that if I would do so he anticipated no further trouble 
in the granting of a news service, At one o'clock I met Mr. 
Woods, who bluntly stated he was too busy to see me, and 
that I would have to see him after the close of the Directors’ 
meeting that evening. I told him I was anxious to know my 
fate, as I wished to proceed to Fdmonton immediately, and 
that I had my transportation engaged for that evening. He 
answered by stating that he could not see me before the even 
ing. About six o'clock, the Directors’ meeting being over, I 
wet Mr, Woods again in his room and he informed me that the 
Board of Directors had decided to leave the matter entirely 
in his hands and that he was to use his own discretion in 
granting me a news service. He then proceedsd to read me 
the following conditions for an interim wire service 

‘Application for membership, accompanied by cheque 
($15,000.00) 
‘‘Arrvoement on his part (Charles B 
viding 
‘That he recognizes, as far as he is concerned, the right 
‘of the Ganudian Press with respect to the cancellation of 
‘franchise of the Edmonton Bulletin. He undertakes that 
‘in case he should cease publication, or in any other way 
‘render himrelf incapoble of implementing his application 
‘cheque ($15,900.00) forfeited 
‘Must not publish outlaw evening paper 
That service is from day to day in my (J. H. Woods’, 
‘ President Canadian Press Association, and Vice President 
‘tof Edmonton Journal and Calgary Herald) discretion 
“Not a franchise but contractual; 
fervice confined to edition for which furnished ; 
‘No use of plant for any other daily 
These conditions were to be in addition to those imposed by 
the rules and regulations of the Canadian Press Association 

I protested inost vigorously against having to sign any 
further conditions and restrictions, and he informed me in the 
mort arrogant manner that these were not all the conditions, 
but that he might think of further ones to impose, and that ha 
could not see me until the next Saturday evening in ths Oity 
ef Vcronto, and possibly not then, but felt sure he could de 
the following Monday, and if I then was 
a contract that he would have all these 
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Car Less Than in 


conditions incorporated by his lawyars into a legal document 
and I could sign same or not, just as T wished. 

T asked Mr. Woods when the next Directors’ meeting would 
tuke place and stated that his demands wer? absolutely un 
fairtome He stated no further Directors’ meetings would bs 
held until April, 1926, and that T could take the matter up 
then if I was not satisfied 

Having received this vitimatum from Mr. Woods, I was 
forced to do one of three things: (1) Bither to abandon the 
proposition entirely and take the matter up with the vendors 
for loss and damages; (2) sign the additional terms and un. 
reasonable conditions imposed, or (3) publish an afternoon 
newspaper with niy own special wire and cable service, as no 


other adequate news service war nvailabls for a morning 
paper except the Canadian Press 
The latter I decided to do
